MARION, III., April 6.— All six 
of the defendants in the second 
Herrin riots trial, were found not 
guilty after the jury had deliber- 
aterd six hours and 55 minutes. 
Word that a verdict had been 
reached was received by Judge 
I). T. Hartwell shortly after I I 
o’clock when the square about tho 
Williamson county court Iiouac 
was dark and deserted. 
Within a few minutes tin* at­ 
torneys and defendants filed into 
the court boom which was lighted : 
only by a few electric lights. 
Only a score of spectators were j 
in the room when the jury was 
called in. 
“ Have you reached a verdict, 
gentlemen?'’ Judge H a r t w e l l ! 
asked. 
Foreman J. C. Laughlin silently» 
liandcd a sheath of papers to the! 
judge. 
“ We the jury find the defend­ 
ant, ^lugh W illis, blot gu ilty,’’ 
Judge Hartwell road. 
Similar verdicts were read for 
each cf the other defendants in j 
the following order:
